in this miſ· re preſented Condition, the 
Affairs of the Union is now laid before the 
Engliſh——- Whereas in Fact tis quite 
otherwiſe And the State of the Ad- 
dreſſes is as follows, they are many in num- 
ber indeed, compar'd to what the Circum- 
ſtance ought to exped .

ly eale and ſatisfied in the Jeftice and Fair- 
neſs of theis Proceeding, and their true 
Endeavvurs to promote the Proſperity of 
their Country,they bear with the Ignorance 
of the People, as what rather ſeems to cat) 
for their Pity than Reſentment. 

This is a Proceeding ſo Chriftian, ſo Pru- 
dent, and every Way ſo agreeable to the 
geperal Method of Her Majeſty's mild and 

entle Almiaiſtration 3 that tis not only 
* Praiſe of the Government, but the 
Happineſs of the poor People, who, in other 
times would by leſs Diſorders than theſe, 
have run themſelves into Snares, and been 
unhappily and ſeverely handled. 
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Thus I have given a true Scheme ot the 


State of the cot Nation, while the Treaty 
is ia hand; ia order to prevent the Mi- 
conſtructions, a Party in England are in- 
duſtrious to make, in order to prepare us 
here, either not to expect, or not to like 
it. :
